Tlhree major happenings 
took place with Sierra Madre 
area daily newspapers over 
the four day Thanksgivlr,g 
weekend. 

Two dailies closed their 
doors forever and one dally 
changed ownership and be¬ 
came a part of another ma¬ 
jor chain based' in Florida. 

In an announcement made 
by management of the Mor¬ 
ris Newsipaper Corporation, a 
chain newspaper sy.st e m, 
they stated that they had 
closed two daily newspapers, 
the Monrovia News-Po.st and 
the Alhambra Post - Advo¬ 
cate as of Saturday, Novem- 
•ber 30, leaving both of the 
cities without a newspaper. 

The .story published in 
both newspapers by Tor¬ 
rence Donnelly, resid e n t 
publisher said: “Every effort 
was made by the Morris 
Newspaper Corporation to 
reverse the rate of decline in 
revenues since its ipurchasc 
from the Copley chain last 
June 1, but .under circum¬ 
stances it was an impossible 
task. We had no alternative 
but to cea.sc publication as 
of Saturday, .November 30.
